ARBITRATION 


N 1881 President Cleveland sent in a special message 


to Congress recommending that a law be passed es- 


tablishing a national board of arbitration in connection 
wtth the department of labor that would have power to 
arbitrate difficulties arising between capital and labor that 
might be submitted to it by the consent of the parties to 
a labor dispute. 
He pointed out clearly and cogently the 


advantages to be derived from a permanent board or 
commission of that kind, what its moral effects would be, 
and that even in cases that arose solely within a state over 
which the board would have jurisdiction, its interposition 
might be Invoked by the legislature or the executive of the 
State under the constitutional provision which requires the 
general government to protect each of the States against 
domestic violence. 


"Congress took no action upon the subject and it was 


dropped mainly for tne reason that such a board would 
have little or no power to enforce its decisions, and that 
whatever influence it exerted would be chiefly moral, and 
that it might eventually become an object of contempt 
through one party or the other refusing to be bound by 
its judgment. 


"Of course the same objgttions that were advanved 


then hold good now, should President Roosevelt recom- 
mend a similar plan, and yet in the light of the country's 
experience since 1886 the experiment is still worth a trial. 
It seems that if such a board was in existence today with 
the prestige of a dozen jears behind it, the labor disputes 
of the past two years would not have occurred or would 
have been settled without the serious losses that have been 
sustained by the public and the parties alike."—Ex. 


Effective arbitration c an only be secured by the parties 


concerned. 
Laws may compel them to submit their cases 


to an arbitrative board, but no such board can compel men 
to submit to its decree. 
When men have gone out on 


strike there is no power to compel them to return to work. 
They have a right to work or not as they see fit and to 
undertake to enforce a lawthat would make workmen, or 
any other men subeservient to the will or judgment of 
others, would be a mistake with serious consequences. 


The Civic Federation is as effective as any board con- 


stituted by Congress and yet it proved itself absolutely 
Ineffective in the latp coal strike. In order to have ar- 
bitration that can enforce its decrees we must have in- 
corporation or registration of labor organizations as in 
New Zealand anl ike registration of employers. Corpora- 
tions retain many of the rights of the individuals that 
constitute them. A corporation can be no more compelled, 
than an individual, to employ any particular persons nor 
to pay the many specified rate of wages. The coal miners 
advocated arbitration. The operators refused it and only 
consented because a point had been reached where they 
feared disastrous results to themselves. 


Arbitration ought to be, and without doubt will be, the 


way of settling labor troubles in the future, but wise men 
are needed to devise the means by which it can be brought 
about in an effective manner without impairing the rights 
of any of the parties to whom it may be applied.
